THE BUCKSPOBT TRAGEDY. 

A dispatch from Bangor, Me., 
gays: The particulars of the Buck- 
sport tragedy, which have been re- 
ceived here, shows it to have been 
one of the most shocking affairs 
et - committed in New England, 
house was discovered to be <m 
about midnight, in which resides 
Capt. Trim, a retired shipmaster, sev- 
enty years old, his daughter, Mrs. 
l&elrssa Thiiyer, about thirty years 
of age, ind her little four-year old 
daughter, Josephine. In the racrn- 
an examination resulted in find- 
their remaip.s *nd other evident 
es that prdv« co&cJujisively that the 
inmates we're brutally nkurcterei! ; and 
the house then set on fire to shield 
the deed which was undoubtedly 
committed for money. 

Mrs. Thayer, early Friday even- 
went to a neighbor's to make a call 
and started to return 'about eight 
o'clock, and in the morning could 
Mot be found. In the road, not far 
from the house, was discovered a 
worsted "clouds," which fehe wore 
•over her head, and a broken comb, 
pair of rubbers and a veil, all cov- 
ered with blood. There was from 
this spot a bloody trail, showing 
that the woman iiad been murdered 
there and dragged to one side of the 
road and left for awhile. The mur- 
derer must then have gone to the 
where he wheeled out a caiv 
riage to attract the attention of Cap- 
tain Trim, who went out i.o see what 

i turn mur- 
dered and his body left in the car- 
go house. The child was then, 
in some uwkri'owtt way, put out of 
!xiste:u'.p, and the house was rans 
aeked for some little time, and 
quite a booty must have been ob- 
fcsiieed, as Mrs. Thayelf is known to 
have had from $70Qtd $800 in the 
house, and her fether is supposed to 
have hud considerable more. 

The murderer having aeewred his 
plund r, next returned to the road, 
and took the body of Mrs*. Thayer, 
dragged the body down over a rocky 
place, and finally, by a roundabout 
way, plainly discernible by the trail 
ofblood, into the barn, where it was 
covered up with hay. For this rea- 
son her remains were not discovers 
ed until late in the day, and when 
found it was by only dragging 
Ihrough the burned aiid blackened 
hay. 

The fi< nd then set the house on 
fire, undoubtedly tbirlldug that it 
woulti be a shield against discovery. 
The fire burned for some time, and 
after the attempts to extinguish i 
by the neighbors, who were attracts 

to the spot by the coiili ; 
the forenoon was spent in examining 
the premises. It was sometime be>- 
fore tne lady's r^raainS were fduhd. 
As soon as the facts were known 
this city an officer went to invess 
tigate the affair, and all precautions 
possible were taken. The country 
people were greatly excited, and all 
at Once took hold to do wlrat they 
could to ferret out the tnurdei 
For some time no clue could b'e 
found that led to the discovery of 
the murderer's identity, arid it seems 
ed a hopeless task to throw any light 
on the mysterious affair. 

It was; however; learned lhat in 
the latter part of the forenoon a per- 
son had beeh seen about eight ihiies 
distant frcm the scene of the trage- 
dy at daybreak; vrho appetired rath- 
er strange. He said that he was go 
ing to Hampden to tell there how 
Capt, Trim's family had been mur- 
dered and his house burner!. No 
person in that vicinity: indeed; no 
person except the murderer, not 
even the neighbors, knew the ex- 
tent of the crime at that early hour, 
and this seemed quite conclusive 
proof that he was the murderer, who 
was so excited over what hei had 
done that he cotsld not Help show- 
ing his guilt. 

He was followed and arrested

The Ledger announced the ai ri- 
val at Fort Laramie of W, P. Wheel- 
er and party with one thousand and 
nine hundred pounds 'of gold, gath- 
ered from one claim on Deadvvood 
Creek, Black Hills, during the past 
fivo moaths.

A reporter of the Ledger accom- 
panied by Mr. W„ H. Beriifttt, of 
Alpha Mine fame, visited them. Af- 
ter a pleasant chat about the hills 
the reporter asked to see the gold, 
and Mr. Wheeler unlocked tfte stout 
satchels in which the gold, which 
was enclosed in buckskin-bags, was 
packed, taking out bag after bag un- 
til there was scarcely space on the 
floor of the large room where an or- 
dinary sized foot could have been 
put down without covering a bag of 
dust, and then there were still sev- 
eral unopened satchels. Several 
bags were opened, the gold appear- 
ing to be all of one character— in 
coarse, flat flakes, with not over five 
per cent, of it flour-gold or dust. 

Wheeler and his party left here 
for the rAiMs March 27." Upon ar- 
riving they purchased cla'rn No. 2, 
on Deadwoo'l, which they worked 
i a force of front *s'xteeu to thirty 
hinds, until Sepienj.be*' 8, when they 
sold out and started for CheyeenB'.

One died 
in two hours. The others are dan- 
gerously, if not fatally wounded. 



A dispatch from Panama says a 
cyclone passed over Central America 
on the 3d and 4th. Four hundred 
houses were blown down and many 
persons drowned. The damage is 
estimated at $2,000 000, The town 
of Blewfteld on Mosquito coast lost 
30 houses. Lake steamer Commo- 
dore Adams was destroyed at Gran-. 
ada wharf. The loss on the coffee 
crop is estimated at $3,000,000, and 
about twenty lives were lost. The 
whole district is inundated. 



It seems from the following, taken 
from the Savanah Aeios, of a late 
date, that this State is not large 
"enough to hold its own: It says: 
"A sensation has been created in 
Jersey City by the discovery of a 
gold mine while sinking a well. The 
workmen, after passing through a 
vein of iron ore, struck a quartz vein 
containing gold, at a depth of 
C00 feet.

, Oct 25.— The foilow- 
text of the fiist part 
of Gov. Tilden's letter: 

Hon. Abram S. Hewitt, St— I 
have received your letter informing 
me that the republicans high in auth 
ority are publicly representing that 
the s ruth is not without hope, to ob- 
tain payment for loans by the late 
war, aud to have a provision made 
for the rebel debt and for their losi-es 
of slaves. As the payment of such 
losses and claims wasn't important 
enough to deserve 'the motion of 
vent; on at the time it was 
held, you also ask me to state my 
■egard to their recognition 
by the government. 

Though disposed myself to abide 
by the issue as made up already, I 
have no hesitation to comply with 
your request, The fourteenth amend- 
ment of the constitution especially 
provides as follows: 

The validity of the public debt of 
the United States, authorized by law 
including debts incurred for the pay- 
ment of pensions and bounties for 
services suppressing insunection or 
rebellion shall not be questioned? but 
neither the United States nor any 
other State shall assume or pay any 
debt or obligation incurred in aid o! 
insurrection or rebellion against the 
United Sia.es, or any claim for loss 
for emancipation of slaves, but all 
such debts, obligation and claims 
shall be held illegal and void. 

This amendment has been re- 
peatedly approved and agreed to by 
the democratic state conventions of 
the south. It was unanimously 
adopted as a part of the platform of 
the democratic national convention 
at St. Louis on the 28th of June, and 
was declared by that platform to be 
universally accepted as a final settle 
ment of the controversies that en- 
gendered civil war. 

My owu position on this subject 
had been previou-ly declared 
< n many occasions, and par- 
ticularly in my first annual message, 
Janury 5, lS'/S- In that document 
I stat- d that the southern people 
were bound by the 13th, 14th and 
loth constitutional amendments; 
that they bad joind at national cons 
yentionsin the nomination of candi- 
dates; and in the declaration of 
preambles and purposes, which form 
an authentic acceptance of the re- 
sults of the war, embodied in the 
last three amendments, to the organ 
ic law of the federal union and that 
they hid by the suffrages of all their 
voters at the last lali election, coins 
pleted the proof that now they only 
seek to share with us and maintain 
the common rights of America's local 
self government in a fraternal union 
under the old flag, with one con 
stitution and one destiny. I declar- 
ed at the same time the questions 
settled by the war are never to be 
re-opened. The adoption of the 13, 
amendments to the federal constit- 
ution, closed one era in our poli- 
ties. It marked the end forever of 
the system of human slavery, and of 
the struggles that grew out of that 
system. These amendments have 
been conclusively adopted, and have 
been accepted in good faith by all 
political organizations and the peo- 
ple of all sections. They close the 
chapter; they are and must bo final. 
All parties hereafter must accept 
and stand upon them, and hence- 
forth our politics- are to turn upon 
questions of the present and the fu- 
ture, and not Upon those of the set-. 
tied and final past.

We found Mr, Bensil, the con-

HORRIBLE ATROCITIES IN 
CHINA. 

The North China Daily News 
says: We have news of further per- 
*;ecr. tioKS of the most savage charac- 
ter in Szechuem, On the 18th of 
July in the town of Yuenshiu-chang, 
in the district of Loui kiang, pla- 
■cards hostile to Christians and Eu- 
ropeans were posted da various 
places in the market. About nine 
o'clock on the morning of the 20th 
a line of four or five thousand arm- 
. <ed men di'ew round the market to 
I prevent Christians . from escaping. 
They manufactured a large wooden 
cross, and tied on it successively all 
the Christians they could catch, and 
then cut them to pieces. Among 
the victims were two heathens, of 
whom one was the father of a con- 
vert, and the other a young girl of 
fifteen, whose brother was a Chriss 
tian. Like the others, she was 
stripped of her clothes and cut to 
pieces. The number of persons kill- 
ed was eight. The wounded are 
very numerous. It is necessary to 
add that the houses of the Christians 
were pillaged and destroyed. About 
thirty other persons are missing. On 
the 22d the brutes went to the mar- 
ket of Feimowschen, where they 
murdered four more Christians, but 
of this butchery we have no details. 
It is said that the principal chiefs 
of this band of assassins are emissa- 
ries from Minn peh, where the per- 
secution first broke out, who are 
traversing the province in full sight 
and knowledge of the mandarins, to 
excite trouble against the Christians 
and drive out Europeans, and thus 
chock any inclination on the part of 
foreigners to extend their trade with 
the interior China, 

MEDICAL SCIENCE IN SERBIA. 

Serbia has hitherto been without 
doctors. In a few of the large towns, 
no doubt, there were medical men 
mostly brought up in Vienna, but 
in the village there were absolutely 
none. Their place — I should per- 
haps siy is — supplied .by " wise wo- 
men," called " babas'.'' These " ha- 
has " profess to have an intuitive 
knowledge of medicinal plants; but 
that intelligent being, the Serbian 
peasant, placed much less trust in 
their medical than in their magical 
skill. Their performance in this line 
was remarkable, and their rustic pa- 
tients had every faith in it. The 
most 'commonly fatal diseases in 
Serbia are consumption and cong* ss 
tion of the lungs. The staple reme- 
dy for the latter ailment is to ad- 
minister to the patient three apples, 
grown on the same bough. If after 
eating these apples, which are sup- 
posed to have some mysterious con- 
nection with the Trinity, tire patient 
feels no better, then; but not until 
then, the wise woman adopts more 
vigorous measures. The porjr 
" malade" " is? laid on the ground on 
his stomach, the wise wonlan scat- 
ters salt over him, and marches 
around him mumbling capalistic 
words. This seems to be a kind of 
exorcism and would indicate a belief 
that the illness is caused by witch- 
craft or demoniacal possession.— 
London standard.

A SAD STORY. 

FROM WEALlR tO IXSANiXY AND VO\- 
EETY. 

Among the shabby, dirty and rag- 
ged unfortunates who came to the 
Southern Station last night to obtain 
a night's lodging, was an old man 
bent with years and showing the ev- 
idences of fatigue and travel by his 
tottering footsteps and wretched 
apparel. He gave his name to Cap- 
tain Delanty as Paul Vender, of 
New Orleans, and was shown back 
•to the room assigned to tramps. A 
glance at his rags and careworn face 
would never suggest to the observer 
that Pan" Vender was at one time 
a lead ng citizen of the Crescent 
City, but itis indeed the case, and the 
history of his life has in it all the els 
ementsofa dramatic story, which 
we may read, throw aside and say it 
is improbable. A few points in the 
life of this unfortunate individual 
may not be uninteresting. About 
thirty-live years ago there arrived in 
New Orleans a young and handsome 
man, accompanied by his wife, a 
Creole, in the full bloom of her youth- 
ful beauty. The couple had come 
f om Martinique, and bought with 
them a large sum of money, which 
Vernier proposed to invest in trade. 
They settled in a magnificent bowse 
on the bank of Lake Poneb.artra.in, 
which became, on account of the so- 
cial qualities of the master and mis-, 
tress, the central point of attraction 
for all the aristocratic people 6f the 
neighborhood. The husband had in 
the meantime embarked in the ship- 
ping and commission business, and 
was very successful. Realizing 
largely on his investments, he be- 
came o~ae of the wealthiest citizens, 
while ho at the same time attained a 
reputation for unblemished business 
integrity, probity and honesty. Three 
child, en had been born, and every 
blight prospect in life seemed at- 
tainable without effort to the young 
couple. About this time-, a gambler 
well known in those days for his 
success with cards, and remarkable 
for his handsome exterior and pleass 
ing address, met Madame Veniler at 
a bal masque. Other meetings fols 
lowed, and the foolish woman abans 
doping her luxurious home, her chils 
dren, her hu-band and her honor, 
listened to the seductive addresses 
of her destroyer, and fled to Cuba. 
The husband followed, but never 
succeeded in coming up with hie 
wife, to whom he had forgiveness to 
offer, nor with her seducer, for whom 
he had vengeance. He gave up the 
pursuit and returned to New Or- 
leans: But business Had no longer 
any interest lor him, now that she 
for whom he had labored so earnest- 
ly had deserted him. The three 
children fell victims to the cholera, 
and Veniler, a broken down man, 
aged before he was old, sold out his 
business interest and disappeared. 
Some weeks later he waS discovered 
on the levee wandering up and down 
homeless, and without a penny of the 
large sum ho had realised by the sale 
of his property. He was taken to a 
mad house, where he remained 
twenty-three years; and filially when 
former friends had forgotten him, 
and he was no longer an object of 
interest to the outside world, he was 
released, helpless and penniless, to 
live or die as chance befell him. In 
his wanderings he reached Baltimore 
last night, carrying with him, as a 
link connacling him wi h happier 
days, the New Orleans and Mobile 
papers which told the story of his 
wife's desertion, the subsequent 
death of his children, and of his ims 
murement in the mad-hous'e. Poor 
old man! he has 1 but a few steps' to 
take in life before he will go out 
with the tide, the wreck of a life 
blasted by a woman's perfidy. — Bal- 
timore American.

KANSAS, 

On the 2d Inst., toward evenh; 
a young son of Mr. A. Thompson 
who lives about eight and a half 
miles from town southward, was 
passing over a hill on the farm of 
Mr. Gibbs MyefS, a neighbor in quest 
of his father's cattle, when he Acci- 
dentally stepped into a small hole, 
and en drawing his leg out quickly, 
drew from it several serpents.

And the work 
of killing has been going on ever 
since, until now we hear that about 
three thousand have been dispatched 
and there are hundreds and perhaps 
thousands left! The snakes are of 
the species called the blue racer, 
with a sprinkling of adders, and vary 
in size from the thickness of a man's 
finger to that of his wrist, and in 
length from a foot to tour or five 
fi et. They run with remarkable 
speed, endeavoiing to escape and 
not much disposed to show fight.

If it is the 
basis of our prosperity, why not'be 
as fully represented in the council of 
the nation as any other Department? 
The next thing to be accomplished 
is to get Congress to create this far- 
mer's office, and we know of no bet- 
ter plan than that suggested by Mi- 
Martin in the third resolution, and 
recommended by the Agricultural 
Congress. LetiJ every agricultural 
club and society, both county and 
State, petition the U. S. Congr. 
to create the office so much needed 
id desired, Congress cannot well 
resist the appeal if every agricul- 
tural society throughout the Union 
will act in accordance with the reso- 
ution. We congratulate the far- 
mers in having a representative so 
mindful and thoughtful of their in- 
terest as Mr. Martin. 

We would like to see what our 
big agricultural papers and period- 
icals have to say about these reso- 
lutions. In a conversation with the 
author of the resolutions he inform' 
ed us that he had them already 
tten to introduce in our State 
Agricultural Convention at its Aug- 
ust meeting in Gainesville, but he 
unavoidably prevented from at- 
tending that meeting, and when he 
•eceived his credentials as a delegate 
from the State Convention to the 
National Agricultural Congress, he 
concluded to carry them to Philas 
delphia, and v>as very much grati 
Sed at their reception in that body : 
At the Fifth Annual Session of 
the National Agricultural Congress 
the following resolutions offered by- 
Beverly A. Martin, of Georgia, were 
unanimously adopted Sept. 14, 1876: 
Resolved, That it is the opinion 
of the National Agricultural Con- 
gress, that the agricultural i 
of the country is one of, if not the 

, important in the Union 
should receive the fostering care and 
protection of the Government. 

Resolved, That Ave urge upon 
Congress the justice and the wis- 
dom of creating a position in the 
Cabinet upon an equal footing as to 
rights privileges, <fcc„ to be called 
the "Secretary of Agriculture," 
whereby the interests of agricultur- 
ists may be fully represented and 
consulted, as well as the Monied, 
War, Naval and other interests less 
important than agriculture. 

Resolved, That we suggest to the 
State and county agricultural socie- 
ties throughout the Union, that they 
petition Congress to this effect, to- 
That the agricultural interests 
be represented in the National Cabi- 
net, and by a successful farmer. 

Resolved, That the S2cretary be 
instructed to forward a copy of these 
resolutions to the President of the 
United States Senate and the Speak- 
of the United .States House of 
Representatives, with the request to 
lay them before the bodies over 
which they preside. 



FAX OF THE DEPUTY MARSHALS. 

In commenting upon the pay, etc , 
of the late army of Deputy Marshals 
appointed by Major Smythe, the At- 
lanta Constitution says that " Major 
Smythe has paid off and discharged 
his improvised battalion. Other 
marshals have doubtless acted in a 
similar manner. But this is not the 
last outrage and swindle that the 
administration has just been guilty 
of, for the whole subject will of ne- 
cessity come up at the next session 
of Congress. 

The Committee on the Expenses 
of the Department of Justice— of 
which Mr. Candler is a member- 
succeeded in cutting down the am 
nual appropriation for the judiciary 
to two and a half millions. Last 
year it was three millions, and the 
year before, we believe, three mil- 
lions two hundred thousand dollars. 
Out of the diminished appropriation 
for the current year must be paid 
the fees of jurors, witnesses and 
marshal all over the country, and 
all other court expenses. The sum 
considered insufficient by the 
administration to meet the ordinary 
expenses of the courts. No allows 
ance was made for expenses at the 
polls in the shape of an army of dep- 
uty marshals. Those marshals have 
however been paid, and the inevita- 
ble result will be a "deficiency'' bill 
frbm the department of justi< 
When it is presented we demand, in 
the name of an insulted people, that 
the whole deputy marshal matter be 
laid bare — its needlessness, its 
constitutionality, its effects on civil 
liberty, and its cost to a cent. Let 
the country know what the admin- 
;tration attempted. Let tax pay- 
rs see how the administration used 
their money in an attempt to per- 
petuate its power. The whole stos 
-y of that attempt should be laid be- 
fore the country in a document of 
official character.
